ORDER 

New Delhi, the 30 th September 1975 

S.O. 562(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G. and sec¬ 
tion 25, of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), 
and all other powers ena'bline it in this behalf, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order further to amend the Cement Control Order, 1967, 
namely:— 

1. (J) This Order may ba called the Cement Control (Third Amendment) 
Order, 1975. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st of October, 1975. 

2. In clause 2 of the Cement Control Order, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said Order), for sub-clause (a), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

(a) "Cement” menus any variety of cement manufactured in India, and 
include" nortGud uozzolnna cement, blast furnace slag cement, 
water-proof (hydrophobic) cement rapid, hardening cement, low 
heat cement, masonnrv cement and grey cement of sneciflc surface 
unt. less time 3500 cm2/g. but firms not include oi'-woR cement, and 
white and coloured cement (other than grev Portland cement) 

3. In clause 8 of the said Order, for the opening paragraph,, the following 
paragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

"No producer shall, himself or by nirv person on his behalf, sel 1 —- 

(a) water-proof (hydrophobic) cement at a price exceeding Rs. 243.00 

per metric tonne, 

(b) rapid hardening cement, low heat cempnt. and gro v cement of speci¬ 

fic surface not less than aagfi c rn 2 /g at a price not exceeding 

Rs. 234.00 per metric tonne, and 
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(c) any other variety of cement at a price exceeding Rs. 211,00 per 
metric tonne, 

free on rail destination railway station plus the excise duty paid thereon.” 

4. In clause 10 of the said Order, to sub-clause (2), the folRS’Wifcg provisos 
shall be added, namely:— 

“Provided that the total of charges to be fixed in respect of items (ii), (iii) 
and (iv) shall not exceed Rs. 20.00 per tonne: 

Provided further that the charges in respect of items (ii), (iii) and (iv) 
and in force immediately 'before the 1st of October, 1975 shall not 
be increased by the State Government except with the previous 
approval of the Central Government: 

Provided also that where the charges in respect of items (ii), (iii) and (iv) 
as in force immediately before the 1st of October, 1975, exceed 
Rs. 20.00 per tonne of cement, such charges shall, on and from that 
date, be deemed to have been reduced to Rs. 20.00 per tonne of 
cement.”
